Paris Memorandum Leaves 
Japan No Doubt About 
Demand for Observance

PARIS, May 4.—In memor- 
andum insisting that treaties be ob- 
served, France informed Japan 
Thursday that she wants China's

“In the opinion of the French 


government,” the néte said, “the 
only equitable and satisfactory sol- 
ution of Chinese affairs lies in the 
principles of the Washington docu- 
ment, notably by application of the 
friendly procedure described in At-

| Fugitive Residents Under 
Canvas Mile From River 
Experience Hardships as 


Rain, Snow Continue. 


FORT VERMILION, Alta, May 
4.—With cold, damp weather, driz- 
zling vain and snow increasing the 
misery of makeshift camping, rest- 
dents of North Vermilion, whose 
homes were ravaged by the flood 
waters of the angry Peace when 
the ice jam burst last Friday, are 


still living under canvas on the 
rising land a mile back from the 
river bank 


It is just a week since the raging 
river, backed-up when the ice pack 
dammed its course, burst its banks 
and swept through the settlement, 
driving dwellers of North Vermi- 
lion to the hills at four o'clock in 
the morning, while children in the 
Indian mission at the main Fort 
Vermilion settlement, on the south 
side of the river, were rescued in 
boats. 

There is every pYobability 
extensive relief will be 
for the flood victims, although no 
definite statement can be made 
yet. Reports are slowly drifting in 
from other river settlements and, 
as far as is known, no lives have 
| been lost. 


ARDUOUS CLEANUP WORK 

On the Fort side, the flood has 
{subsided and inhabitants have re- 
turned to their homes, where they 
are becoming rehabilitated. Man 
, power is at a premium in the ef- 
forts of the hamlet at making homes 
| habitable. Wells have to be re-dug, 
driftwood cleared away from the 
houses, and heavy mud, left in the 
wake of the flood, shovelled away 
Woodpiles which were washed all 
over the village are being gathered 
up to feed the home fires. Buildings 
which were overturned are being 
set, up, cleaned and repaired, while 
hundreds of other jobs need to be
